"DRUGS AND THE CONSUMER;" 

A NEW COURSE AT GUU 

WASHINGTON, D.C,— Is vitamin E the miracle worker it's reputed 
to be? Are birth control pills really safe? Do patent cold remedies 
work? 

Drugs and how they affect the body is a subject of Increasing 
concern to Americans, The confusion that exists about patent and 
prescription medicines along with the periodic "scares" about 
substances like cyclamates combine to make it difficult for consumers 
to make sensible decisions about various drugs. 

Dr, Victor H. Cohn, a pharmacologist at the George Washington 
University, believes that reliable, scientific information about 
drugs should be made available to consumers. Dr, Cohn and several 
of his colleagues have initiated a new course, "Drugs and the 
Consumer." To be offered for the first time during GW's upcoming 
Spring semester, the course is open to undergraduates without 
prerequisites. 

Among the topics to be discussed in this new course are 
tranquilizers and sleep-inducing drugs; hayfever, headache, and cold 
remedies; analgesics; antibiotics; and vitamins.

VifASHINGTON, D.C,— "Counseling Older Persons," the first 
academic course of its kind to be offered in the l/ashington area, will 
be held at the George VJashington University during the upcoming Spring 
semester. 

The purpose of the course, according to Professor Daniel Slnlck, 
its instructor, is "to train counselors to assist persons in their 
adult and aging stages of human development." 

"The trained counselor," says Slnlck, "can help older persons in 
choosing second careers, retirement adjustments, coping with dying, and 
the deaths of significant others." 

Professor Slnlck is a counseling psychologist and the author of 
several publications relevant to counseling older persons. From 1973 
to 1975 he was chairperson of the American Personnel and Guidance 
Association's Commission on Middle-Aged and Older Persons. 

"Counseling Older Persons" will meet on Tuesday evenings from 
8;10-10;00 p.m. during GW's Spring semester which begins on January 19.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — At its January 15, 1976, meeting the Board of Trustees of 
The George Washington University announced tuition increases in a number of schools 
and the receipt from honorary trustee Harry F. Duncan of gifts totaling more than 
$1 million to be applied to construction of a new hospital wing. 

The schedule of tuition raises is as follows: 

—For undergraduate study in Columbian College, the School of Education, the 
School of Government and Business Administration, the School of Public and International 
Affairs, and for on-campus courses taken by undergraduate students in the College of 
General Studies an increase from $1,250 per semester to $1,300 for a full-time 
program and for part-time programs an Increase from $94 to $98 per semester hour. 

—For undergraduate study in the School of Engineering and Applied Science 
an increase from $1,300 to $1,350 for a full-time program and an increase of $96 to 
$100 per semester hour for a part-time program. Semester hours for graduate study 
in the School will also be increased by this same amount. 

—In the National Law Center study for the Juris Doctor's and Master's Degrees 
and for Continuing Legal Education Study increases will be from $1,250 to $1,300 for 
full-time programs and from $96 to $100 for each semester hour. The yearly rate for 
study for the degree of Doctor of Juridical Science will be raised from $2,600 to $2,700. 

—For graduate study in the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences, the School of 
Education, the School of Public and International Affairs, the School of Government 
and Business Administration, and for graduate and undergraduate courses in the Divi-

Sion of University Students there will be an increase for each semester hour from $94 
to $98, Undergraduate and graduate study in the Summer Sessions also will be increased 
by this amount. 

—For undergraduate and graduate study in off-campus courses of the College of 
General Studies fees will be increased from $70 to $74 for each semester hour. 

—The Residence Fee, charged each student permitted to maintain ”In Residence** 
status during any semester of absence from the University or after completion of 
tuition requirements, will be increased from $94 to $98. 

—The Marvin Center Fee will be raised from $46.50 to $50.50 per semester for 
full-time students and from $4.35 to $4.75 for part-time students per semester hour. 

—For the degree of Doctor of Medicine the fee will be increased for two semes¬ 
ters from $5,000 to an amount not to exceed $12,500. The Board of Trustees approved 
this amount in March 1975 with the understanding that the final level of this fee 
would be predicated on the availability of Federal support through a Medical^Dental 
or similar grant. At this time the amount of such funding remains undetermined. 

The Board also stated that it is **deeply concerned about the effect of this 
decision on the students in the medical school. Its membership is aware^of the 
uncertainty confronting the students now, with the possibility of an enormous finan¬ 
cial burden to come. At the same time the Board is only too conscious of its respon¬ 
sibility to maintain the fiscal stability of the institution. It, therefore, 
pledges its continued efforts to obtain external funding so that the tuition figure 
can be kept at the lowest possible level.** 

The Board also announced that the University’s hospital has received gifts and 
pledges of more than $1 million from Harry F. Duncan of Washington and the Harry F. 
Duncan Foundation. These gifts will be applied toward construction of the new 23rd 
Street wing of the hospital, to be named the Harry F. Duncan Pavilion. The contri¬ 
butions have been made in memory of Mr. Duncan’s daughter, Kathleen.
